Sir R Sandeman 
and General Phayre are ustug evory 
oxertion to push onward all the additional 
troops already marching on Kandabar and 
two fresh regiments will have already 
reached Kandahar. Two strong Brigades 
will be sont up with Artillery and Cavalry 
from Indla, Reinforcements are also com- 
ing from England, The Khan of Khelat 
bas offered all tbe sssistanco in his power 
and has placed at the disporal of Govern- 
ment the esources of his State, sending at 
onoe a latge number of camels and horses 
for transport purponos as woll as supplies. 

Allahabad, august 2.—As understood, 
General Primrose is ahut up in Kandahar.

One witness spoke to one man boing 
the first man who led. the men, apo-her 
twore to anothor one of ‘the prisoners

The Magistrate said that 20 lorg ss there 
was contradictory evidence it was his duty 
to commit, 

Mr Brereton submitted that as against six, 
at least of the prisonors, there was no evdd- 
enceatall, Inspr. Mathieson, in theexerciae 
of that roving commission he enjoyed in 
the Harbour and the waters‘of this Coluny, 
found these boata “ searching ” as they call- 
ed it, and took every mau on board into 
custody. He had hada charge of assanlt 
preferred againat them, he satd. lf there 
had been sn assaul} committed it onght to 
have been loft to be prosecuted in the usnal 
way. Ifhehad had information of a felony 
having beon committed then ho might have 
had reason for arresting them. 

The Magistrate: You may have a vory 
protty oase for an action for damages, 

Mr Brereton did not desire to take up 
that matter, The prisoners would probsbly 
much rather not have tha trouble and ex- 
pense ofan action. He wanton tosay that 
there was absolutely vo identification of 
these men; and more, be was in a position 
to prove that every one of them was in 
the service of the Chinese Customs, What 
ever they did it could not be called piracp. 
He had the -best evidence possible ob- 
tainable to prove who and whatjthese mon 
were, He had been under the impression 
that Me Johnson was to abandon this 
charge altogether aud merely procesd with 
the assault case. He had no: brought up 
his books or anything else ; he had been sv 
sure of that. 

Tho Magistrate anid that however strong 
his opinion on the case war, ho was 
bound as a matter of law to commit the 
prisoners No, 1 and No. 7. There were 
cortain discrepancies, but it was not for 
him to decide regarding contradictory 
evidence, As to whether the intent was 
such an inten: as to constitute piracy on 
the high seas, the Supreme Court and the 
Jury would bo the best ablo to decide. 
Mr Brereton would, he presumed, simply 
reserve his defence now.

THE ASSAULT Case. 

The Acting Crown Solicitor next opened 
the oaso in which the same prisoners were 
charged with aasaulting the same com- 
plainant within the waters of this Colony. 
The charge, he explained, was brought 
against all, but -aguinst sevon only of the 
prisoners would be, ho believed, be able to 
bring evidenco. One man remained in the

Mr Johnson preferred to go on with the 
ease before Bia Worship. 

Cheung Akew : I am a pilot in chargo of 
tho Tak Shun boat, No, 120. I pilot vossols 
into Hongkong. 1 remember last Wednes- 
day I was near the lighthouzo at Bai-wan; I 
was on board my boat then. About 100 yards 
north of the lighthcuse, I saw 9 boat with 
eight men init, I asked, ‘ What sort of a 
boat is yours!” They said,—‘ We belong 
to a Mandarin's boat.” 1 asked them to 
show their flag. They mado no answer but 
came alongside my boat. First one mav, 
then another, then five oune together into 
my boat, all seven men with swords, Each 
Tho socond defendant came first on board ; 
the first defendant oame on board, second. 
He oalled out,—“Cut him.” The second 
defendant gave me a blow on the back with 
the flat of his sword. All the defendants 
except the last one, (a boy) came into my 
boat. They then commenced to search my 
boat but funnd nothing, They then went 
all away. At the moment I was struck the 
prisoners three to seven were searching the 
buat, I took my boat to Shau-ki-wan and 
went to the Pulioe steam-launch and made 
a report, The Inspector went out in the 
stevm launch, I went witb him, When 
we got to the: lighthouse, the boat waa just 
gotog away; the Insp.otor called uyon 
them to come back, whioh they did, The 
defendants atl came on board tho stcam- 
launch. They are the sime men, 

Cross-examined :—This waa at 8,30. It 
was quite dark. ‘bere was no lantern. 
From the time they came on b-ard until 
they went away was ba:fan hour 1 swear 
Lidentify these men, I do not swear that 
these are the men simply because they are 
those arrested, Had I not’gone back in 
the boat and had I met the men in the 
atrect I should bave known them. 

Mr Brereton : .You awear that?— 

Witness : Yes, 

Mr Breroton : Well I- don’t think you

Cross examination contiqued :~I was 
struck with the back of the sword. Icau 
show the marks, {W¥itness back bared but 
no mark found.)

Tuspactor Matheson gave formal evidence 
as to the receipt of certain Information from 
tha complaicant about 10.15, when com- 
plainant had marks on bis back, one a red 
bruise, the other more slight. He took 
complainant out in the steam-launch to 
Cape Collinaon; when about a hundred 
yards off from light house, saw a boat croas- 
ing the bow of the launch heading towards 
How-tow Chau: Hailed her several times 
and asked thom what they were doing there, 
The first dofendant replied.

The Magistrate axid 1f Mr Johnson did 
not call Inspector Swanston, Mr Brereton 
could call him himsolf. 

Mr Brereton said be would just ask the 
Inspector to step into the bex for a mo- 
ment. 

Mr Johnson thon called Mr Swanston 
and put tho questions Mr Brereton had 
suggested. 

Anspoctor Swanston said that when the 
compiainant identified in his presence the 
two prinonera (ist and 2nd) from among 14 
prisoners, he did not say be could not 
identify aay more, But these wero all he 
pioked out. 

To tho Court :—I asked him whether he 
could not identify any of the others ; be 
said nothing, but looked about amongst the 
test.

Mr Broraton submitted that on the evid- 
ence before the Court thero was absolutoly 
no cise. If there really was any evidenco 
of identifiostion it was against tho first and 
the eocond prisonersonly. The evidence of 
Inspector Swanston put thst beyond doubt. 
The eldest son, an intelligent lad, only

t. That witness_went round with 
tump, a8 he had told the Court, when the 
men from the white boat were on board his 
doat;and it he wich that advantage for seein 
the faces of the men could only identify 
one out of the seven who were on board, it 
must be acknowle tged thatthe father, who 
did not go round with them, could not 
identify all these mon. As regards the 
assault on the an of the complainant he 
asked the Magistrate to regurd it as a mere 
myth. His brothers evideoce destroyed 
completey the story the Cuurt had been 
toid about that kick. His brother said he 
never heard of any one on board being 
kicked. Well it was utterly impossible 
that any one could bo kioked in tho 
delicate placo he bad indicated and no 
notica be taken of it, He asked the 
Mayistrate to take this matter of the kick- 
ing as a little stretch of the imagination 
whioh boys of his age were very apt to in- 
dulgoio, Then they had the evidence of 
the father and the two sons that there 
seven men had come on board each witha 
sword in his girdle, and that on coming on 
board each drew his sword and ssarohed 
the vessel sword-in-hand. Now inspector 
Mathieson swore that he had searched the 
boat carefully throughout and was pro-

This 
was a most material polnt. It was one

THE KANDAHAR DISASTER. 
(Singapore Times.) 

The further details regarding the 
Kandahar disaster brought by the Khiva 
yesterday are still rathor meagre, and 
afford no adequate explanation of how 
it happened in fuce of the very confident 
expectation which seoms to have been 
entertained in all quarters able to judge 
that General Burrows would easily give 
an account of Ayub Khan and his force. 
Tt is evident, however, that the brigadd 
was not “annihilated” exceptin a purely 
military senso. Jt wag merely defeated 
and driven back with heavy loss, and 
tho enomy seoms to have suffered ‘ qually 
heavily, for they are said to have pur- 
sued for only two or three miles. Threo 
officers only were killed, seven wounded 
severely, and nine officers, with Goneral 
Burrows himself, Col, St. John, the 
Political Officer, and others escaped un- 
touched, while the greater part of the 
brigade appear to have found thoir way 
back to Kandahar, Tt seems to be still 
uncertain whether the 66th Regiment 
(Berkshire) was present or nob, aod its 
absence hus been given as one reason of 
tho rout of the brigade, but, according 
to the following official detaila of its 
composition, published on the 11th July, 
six companies of the regiment must have 
bean present ~—

Nuttall, with Major Hogg as Brigado Ma- 
jor, 800; 8rd Bombay Light Cavalry, under 
Major Curric, 200; 8rd Sindh Horse, under 
Colonel Macpheraon; and 8 guns, BE.

MoMathers is Brigade Major; Captain 
Harris, D. A. Q, M. G.; Surgeon Major 
Edgo and Surgeon Earle are in charge of 
the Field Hospital; Captain Dobbs is the 
Commissariat Officer; Lieut Jones is 
Transport Officer for Cavalry; Lieut. Law - 
ford, Transport Officor for Infantry ; Major 
Leach, R E., the Ufficer in charge of the 
Survey operation. 

Tha probability ia that the ratreat of 
General Burrows across the Holmund 
from Givisbk to Kushki Nakud, oo the 
17th July after chastising and dispersing 
the mutinoua infantry of the Wali Shera 
Ali, had a bad effect in every way, not 
only discouraging his own troops, but 
giving heart and hopo to Ayab Khan's 
troops, with their imaginations already 
excited at the proupect of the loot of 
Kandahar and encouraging ‘the whole 
countryside to rise in favour of Ayub 
Khan. Then it ia said. that. General 
into on ambuscade, which probably 
caused a stampede among the native 
troops, and the odda against hic, 11,000 
to 2,400, proved too great for on 
offcotive rally. 1¢ mut be romembered 
that Ayub Khan's troops consisted of a 
number of the old Cabal regiments 
which had teen raised and oarefally 
disciplined for years by the late Amear 
Shere Ali and were armed with Sniders. 
Still such a defeat is most untoward, snd 
does not say much for the geuéralsbip of 
Brigadier Burrows. The odds against
